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Tomorrow early a.m. I leave for a trip to include both Rays, NO., an Dallas, where I suppose I'll 
stay with Mary. I expect it to last about two weeks, but if it lasts longer I'll probably return via a speaking 
engagement in Wise. Either way I'll be at least two weeks, and if only that long will leave the following 
week sof this speech. I expect it to be a very tiring period, and trying, and I begin well worn out. 
Yesterday, I completed the posting of corrections on the panel part of PM. Now Lil can, during my 
absence, re-index that part after repaging. This mechanical work, which replaces what is done in a print 
shop, is quite time-consuming and I'd not have done it now had it not been for an unkept promise of 
publication, the details of which are painful and need not concern others. However, it has monopolized 
my time for much of two months during which I've had to abandon what I'll have to pick up on returning, 
serious personal interests, particularly our damage suit vs. the government which typically, double- 
crossed us on an agreement to negotiate an out-of-court settlement. 

Bud has made this trip possible, typically too late and inadequately. At the moment it looks like I 
may again be stuck with the costs. He estimated what it would cost, he said he'd give it to me in advance, 
gave me not quite half, and has been silent since. The chief and initial purpose is to see Ray with new 
things I have developed, rather significant. So, I have tighing onto the part he did advance, not pay for 
the ticket, for which I was trusted by an old friend who runs the travel agency I use, and worry about that 
after I get back. What he gave me, with care and luck, can hold me for the trip. But this is the last time I 
will let any such thing happen. From my first trip to Calif., others have always stuck me for travel they 
asked of me, as of now the total coming to something over $2,000.With our debt and no income, this is 
intolerable. 

I begin with Jerry Ray as my roommate in Knoxville for several days. In N.O., where I go after a 
brief stop in Memphis, my interests will be limited and I don't expect to stay there very long. I expect an 
unwelcome welcome. My letter to Ivon asking for a recommendation of an inexpensive motel without 
undesirable ownership and one on an inexpensive car-rental company has been unanswered. I carboned 
JG. So, all I expect to do is make asocial call at the office, leaving local address and probably not being 
seen by anyone, but I suspect that should there be anything urgent you'd like me to do there I'll get the 
letter, and I'll keep in touch w 7 ith them in the event. I expect them to be real cool. It looks like the earliest 
I can get there is the 19 th . I may invite myself to Mary's for Thanksgiving, but it really depends on how 
things go in N.O., where that part of the work I plan where we both have interest is limited to our 
common interest, a few new leads on that part, and a witness who w'hcn last I heard from him was really 
turned on. I have things to do for Bud there, too. If finances are rough, I maybe staying an hour and a 
half from the city, whoch will take 3 hrs from each day and severely limit what I can attempt. I will take 
notes. I am taking typewriter and tape recorder. I'll keep you filled in as best I'll be able to for on return 
I'll be overloaded for a long time. 

The immediate purpose of going to Dallas is to meet with Arch, who wanted it very much a 
month ago and seems to have cooled. However, I'll also be attempting to see others and again I'll keep 
you filled in. However, henceforth, with my most recent experiences so fresh in mind and smart, it is 
with the specific understanding that it is for you alone, and not to be shared with anyone, under any 
circumstances. There is no time for explanations, but I'm past I'm past the point of tolerance or even 
discussion with this problem. It is, you are fortunate something you have not had to confront. But it is a 
problem of my many I can eliminate and that I must do. When I return there are a few with whom I'll be 
in touch, and that much time, too. I'll save. In time you will come to agree with me, I am certain, that this 
is necessary to our survival, for there are very few doing any work and the others just mess things up. I 
am past the point where I even want to discuss anything with those who have or have had to drop out. 

This is no criticism of them for stopping, for in some cases there was no choice, but it is to say that they 
have in this surrendered rights they can have to influence the presence and the future.
